Claims 28-30 
are pending. Claims 1-27 have been canceled. Note that the amendment presented 
two claims 29. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 the second claim 29 has been 
renumbered as claim 30. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 4,730,428 to Head et al. 

Building elements 1 have t slots 8 and beam 1 1 has T flanges 9A. 

4. Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 4,557,091 to Auer. 

See Figure 8 for example. Building elements 12 and 12' are provided with T 
flanges and beam 160 with T slots. 

5. Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 5,706,620 to De Zen.
